After serving his sentence he came 
to this city to work. 
He was an ad­ 
mirer of Miss Brown, and it is al­ 
leged was with her on the night of 
the murder. 
He denies this, b ut five 
persons, four of them women, assert 
that he was with her at “The Tav­ 
ern.” a hotel and saloon. 
The chief iK)int of evidence against 
Lukens is the identification of the 
hlooily hammer with which the girl 
wa.s killed. 
It was found near her 
b ody, and b ore the in it i a l s “H. F. R..,

Four New York Firemen Killed and 
25 Injured in a Spectacular Blaze. 


New York, Jan. 11.—Pour firemen 
were killed last night w'heii tliey res­ 
ponded to a fire that ruined the Par­

This kind of emigration is 
fostered by the Italian government, 
notwithstanding what may be said to 
the contrary. 
But the great bulk of 
tlie emigration today is a very dif­ 
ferent sort. 
It is the permanent ten­ 
dency in the tide of emigration which 
is occupying the attention of those 
most keenly interested in the welfare 
of the country as a whole. 
They are 
seeing before their eyes the depopula­ 
tion of entire provinces, and the soil 
which once was a veritable garden, 
maintained in a high state of cultiva­ 


tion by the labor of countless eonta- 
dini eager to work lor the mere possi­ 
bility of existence for themselves and 
their families, today lies abandoned 
because men cannot be found to till 
it.

The 
standing army as now composed, em­ 
braces 40,000 odd officers and men.

JAPS DESPISE THE AMERICAN NAVY 


French Journal Prints a Story That 
Will Cause Only a Smilo From 
Those Who Are Best Posted 
in the Premises. 


Special to the Diimocrat-Sentinel. 


Paris, .Ian. ll.—The probable re­ 
sult of a war between the United 
States and .Japan is the subject of a 
rjerles of article.s just published in 
Le Petit .^ournal by an anonymous 
naval expe^’t. 


While admitting that the feet of 
Ad;ni» 'al Evans is superior to that of 
tbe .lapaiiese. the 
writer 
maintains 
that the mo-al value of the Japanese 
crews is much suiierior to that of the 
Americans. Me declares that 4he Jap­ 
anese sailors have shown themselves 
vastly superior to the Americans, and, 
indeed, to those of all other nations. 
lie accounts for this by the intense 
patriotism of the soldiers of the mi­ 
kado, coiiple.l with their philosophic 
and fatalistic bravery. 
The strategic 
position of the .Japanese is also su­ 
perior, declares th^ writer. 
They are 
in a position to seize Hawaii easily 
and thus prevent Admiral Evans from 
leaching the Philippines. 
The recall of Ambassador Aoki, he 
alleges, is merely a preliminary to 
Hiich action, and the “insults” offered 
to the .Japanese in California will 
serve as an excuse. 
The French writer 
decldres 
that 
the Japanese despise the American 
navy and believe that the .Tapanese 
fleet will t)e able to send it to the l)Ot- 
tom as easily as It did the armada of 
the Russians. 
The French critic does not agree 
'vith this and gives it as his opinion 
I hat Admiral Evans would be victor­ 
ious except for the .strategic odds 
against him. 
The resuscitated Rus­ 
sian ships, .instead of being an ad­ 
vantage to the Japanese navy, he be­ 
lieves will be a positive hindrance to 
the success of the products of Japan. 
The articles concludes 
with 
the 
statement that before Admiral Evans’ 
fleet rounds the Horn the Japanese 
will be in a position to seize Hawaii 
and that this action will begin what 
will probably be the most sanguinary 
naval warfare in all history. 
The position of England in the com­ 
ing war is also the subject of specu­ 
lation 
on 
the 
part of the Journal 
writer. 
He hazards the opinion that 
Great Britain is so closely bound to 
Japan that, while maintaining an at­ 
titude of neutrality, the English will 
aid their Pacific allies in every man­ 
ner possible, and that’ this may possi­ 
bly lead to war between the United 
States and Great Britain. 
In this case, ail Europe W’oiild prob­ 
ably 
become 
embroiled, 
and 
the 
greatest v/ar in history would follow.

facilities that again and again have 
proved of inestimable value in the 
emergencies of the heroic work that 
each year saves thousands of lives 
and millions of dollars worth of prop­ 
erty. 
Especially in winter 
is means 
of 
instant and 
sure 
communication in­ 
dispensable to the 
life-savers. 
All 
day long on some commanding height 
above the 
station 
some 
looker-out 
watches the sea. His vigilance must 
never cease, for even on the calmest 
day a vhssel may run 
too 
close in 
shore, or in some other way, through 
ignorance, cai'elessness or raisRap, be 
put in serious jeopardy. If anything 
untoward appears 
the 
man in the 
look-out can not afford to losé time 
in running to the station to sound 
the warning, even though the distance 
ma.y he but a few hundred yards.

Consequently, it has sometimes been 
difficult to secure even the modest 
appropriations that are necessary for 
carrying on the work at all. 
Many 
features regarded 
as essential Have 
been but siyaringly provided. 
Yet, 
in spite of the deficiency in equip­ 
ment caused liy this frugality, 
the 
United States IJfe Saving service has 
an international reputation for effi­ 
ciency, bearing comparison in every 
important respect 
with 
the famous 
ciiast guards of Great Britain, 
who 
are much more generously maintain­ 
ed, not by the British government at 
all, hut by povLplar, patriotic subscrip­ 
tion. The American 
life-saving 
de­ 
partment, which has 
beèn 
built up 
under the superintendence of Sumner 
I. Kimball, is, with 
the 
single ex­ 
ception of the one in Denmark, the 
only governmentally supported insti­ 
tution of the 
kind 
among civilized 
countries. 
There are some 280 life-saving sta­ 
tions scatter^'d along the Atlantic. Pa­ 
cific. Gulf coasts and on the shores 
of the great lakes. The ocean grave­ 
yard that has probably 
been most 
thickly occupied by 
wrecks in the 
past two centuries or more is at the 
corner of New England, terminating 
in Caiie .Cod. 
The dangerous na­ 
ture of this spot, 
due 
both to the 
shoals extending far into the sea and 
to the 
enormous 
shipping 
whicTi 
passes, has 
necessitated 
thirty-two 
life-saving .stations 
in 
the 
single 
small state 
of 
Massachusetts, dis­ 
posed in the more 
dangerous locali­ 
ties at intervals of three miles’. 
Everything that goes on the sea is 
under constant surveillance. For Un­ 
cle Sam’s w'atchful eye is constantly 
on the 
tiniest 
craft 
hugging 
the 
shore, as well as the big ocean liner 
skirting the horizon. The part played 
by the telephone in such supervision 
is significant, and some of the desire 
for increased appropriation for the 
service concerns 
the 
installation of 
communicating lines which will con­ 
nect all the stations along a coast so 
that they can act 
as one either In 
preventing disaster 
or 
in relieving 
suffering. Today many life-saving sta­ 
tions are still utterly isolated, 
and 
can talk with their neighbors only in 
w'eather conditions that are favorable 
to signalling with flags or torches— 
just the kind of weather conditions 
that are Ikely to be w'anting 
when 
the need of communication is most 
urgent. 
Here and there a chain of 
station in the same district are link­ 
ed together by telephone lines built 
by the 
government 
and 
equipped 
with especially designed 
Bell appa­ 
ratus. And a few of the more fortu­ 
nate keepers, as the commanders of 
life-saving crew'S are 
called, 
have 
secured connection with the nearest 
Bell exchange, thus gaining access to 
the all important long distance lines 


district. 
If the surf is running so high and 
strong that it casts back the lifeboat' 
each time it is launched, in spite of < 
all that human strength can do, the * 
lile-savers appeal to the olosely allied i 
revenue cutter service for assistance. 
At some port within a hundred miles 
or so in one direction or the other 
a cutter is sure to 
be 
found with 
steam up. ^ y telephone the location 
of the wreck and the diiliciiUies to 
be met are described; 
a 
surf boat 
and life saving crew are loaded on 
to the vessel, and with the least de­ 
lay iMJssJble the rescuers afe brought 
to the side of the 
distressed craft. 
Running the life boat ashore through 
the surf is, of course, a possible, if 
risky, proposition. 
When the weather is thick by day, 
and 
always 
through 
the 
night 
watches, much more than 
the look­ 
out is maintained. Then comes the 
patrolling of the beach by hardy surf- 
men. On the more dangerous of the 
stretches of the coast 
the 
stations 
are not more than three milG5 apart, ! 
and midway between them is a ha lf . 
way house, a 
little 
rough 
shelter 
containing a telephone. At this point i 
all the night through meet the pa -' 
trols from the adjoining stations. 
With his eye constantly on the sea, 
the pacing siirfman watches tor the • 
slightest intimation that a vessel is ' 
in distress. Moat often he can see the ' 
lights on passing craft and knows ' 
froni Hiejp .behavior 
whether all is ^ 
well. A rocket or a human cry from ' 
the darkness may be his call to ac­ 
tion. Sometimes on a foggy or snowy 
night the first sign that a wreck has 
taken place is when a bit of wreck­ 
age drifts ashore. 
When the call comes, in whatever 
'vt’uy, the patrol’s 
first 
duty is to 
flash a powerful red light torch as 
a token tot those in distress thi>t their 
I'Tight has been discovered. His next 
is to make for the telephone, from 
which he is never more than half an 
hour away. The value at such times 
of the instrument 
in 
the half w'ay 
shelter can be 
readily appreciated. 
Against a high wind, with sleet and 
sand blowing in his face almost to 
blinding him, Jthe 
life 
patrol might 
have to toil for an hour in returning 
to the station, reaching it at last too 
exhausted to report, 
except by his 
presence oft his beat. This used to 
happen often in the old days; 
and 
minutes are precious 
w’hen 
human 
lives are at stake. By the telephone 
the lonely watcher on the shore gets 
instant word to his station. He is 
usually unspent 
with 
running and 
able to tell clearly what he has ob­ 
served, and he can remain on 
the 
spot to render first assistance to any 
castaway w'hom the w’aves may bring 
in. 
More expensive installation of telc-^ 


phone facilities will not only assist 
the life-savers directly, but will often 
enable mariners not connected with 
the service to co-operate in making 
it effective. When, for instance, an 
incoming craft has noted a vessel in 
distress, it is obviously her cajffaln’s 
duty as soon as he reaches the near­ 
est port to telephone 
the 
nearest 
life-saving 
station 
inforinatiOYi 
of 
what he has 
seeft. 
Then, 
again, 
it, is realized that 
there 
should he 
telephone 
installation 
in 
all 
the 
houses of refuge 
along 
the Florida 
coast, as there already are a few. In 
Florida, on account of the'g reat dis­ 
tances 
between 
settlements 
along 
the éand deserts of the shore, instead 
of life-saving 
stations 
there 
have 
been established, for the *most part, 
single shelters stocked w'ith supplies 
of food and clothing 
sufficient 
to 
last the crew of an ordinary vessel a 
few days. 
If 
persons 
are washed 
ashore bruised and battered and in 
need of medical 
attention, 
the im­ 
portance of the telephone in summon­ 
ing assistance from 
a 
point 
many 
miles aw’ay is easily appreciated.. 
Other needs of the life-saving ser­ 
vice which are likely to come before 
congress relate particularly 
to 
pro­ 
visions for retirement, with suitable 
pay, a t the brave officers 
and men 
w’hose w’hole existence is one of al­ 
most incredible devotion 
to 
duty. 
The matter of compensation for the 
work is very small, $800 ailniially for 
the keeper and $50 a month for his 
subordinates, with, ^ for 
the latter-, 
two months 
of 
no 
employment in 
the summer. After years of service, 
these men find themselves with no 
pensions to secure their old age, such 
as aw'ait faithful 
policemen, 
fire­ 
men, or, in many 
cages 
now^adays, 
the employes of public service com­ 
panies. 
So meager is the pay, so great a» -e 
the risks, that wonder is .frequently 
expressed at the 
high 
personnel of 
the service. For the most part, its 
men''are brought 
up 
as seamen 
or 
fishermen, hardy, 
efficient 
fellows, 
w'ho in time of war would render a 
good account of themselves 
as ex­ 
pert signal men. Already difficulty is 
being 
experienced 
in 
getting 
the 
younger men in the 
seaports along 
the coasts to enlist for 
this 
task, 
because the mercantile and industrial 
pursuits are steadily 
drawing them 
away from the sea. Those w’ho know 
the conditions best^ say 
that 
this 
difficulty will be greatly increased if 
the life-saving service 
is 
not made 
more attractive financially.

n ame of the empress d owager without 
vehemen t d etraction has passed , an d 
it is n owr gen erally "ecogn ize 1 that 
few wiser head s have supported a 
crown . 
It is ad mitted that there may be 
amon g the reforms recen tly un d er­ 
taken by Chin a some features which 
suggest the ad visability of the em­ 
press d jwager’s retiremen t, but the 
fact that such reforms have been in ­

1-.0 out of the subway building busi- 
l ess if the recommendations made in 
the annual report of the public serv­ 
ice commission, to be sent 
to 
the 
legislature 
on 
Monday, are carried 
out. Private ownership of new under- 
giound tubes and the construction of 
them by private capital is regarded 
by 
the 
commissioners as the only 
means by which 
the 
rapid 
transit 
problems now confronting the metrop­ 
olis may be 
satisfactorilly 
settled, j 
Those philaut.ilrophic 
persons 
who 
are opposed to municipal ownership 
‘ will find great comfort in the decision 
of the commission, since it implies 
the failure of the municipal owner­ 
ship idea. * 
When the last subway 
was 
built, 
the city sold construction bonds to 
the Belmont interests and with the 
money obtained built the tube, which 
was then leased to the Belmont in­ 
terests for operation. By this method, 
the operating company not only ob 
tains the profits from the operation 
of the subway, but also gets interest 
on the money used in its construc­ 
tion. 
This 
method 
of 
“municipal 
ownership” is very satisfactory to the 
‘ vested interests,” but it is no longer 
available. 
Under the constitutional 
debt limit provision, the city cannot 
sell bonds at the present time for any 
lnrge amount. 
Under the Elsburg law an operat­ 
ing company can obtain a lease for 
only twenty years. 
By extending the 
term to thirty or forty years, the pub­ 
lic service commission 
hopes 
that 
the difficulty in the way of the con­ 
struction of new subways 
may 
be 
overcome. 
The 
change 
in the law’ 
that the commissioners will recom­ 
mend will render it possible to give 
franchises similar to that granted to 
the McAdoo concern for the tubes un­ 
der the north river and up Sixth ave­ 
nue. 
This franchise was granted be­ 
fore the passage of the Elsburg law, 
and gives the company an operating 
right for twenty-five years, at the end 
oi which time, if the city desires, it 
can take over the road at its valua­ 
tion at that, to be determined by ap­ 
praisement. 
Members of the 
commission 
are 
confident that the legislature will act 
favorably upon their suggestions and 
are already preparing plans for a new 
Manhattan subway up Lexington ave­ 
nue aud for the Fourth avenue sub 
way in Brooklyn. 
The construction 
oi such lines would considerably re­ 
lieve the transportation pressure, but, 
whether private or municipal capital 
is used, the public will probably con­ 
tinue to pay the freight 
The Lov ers ’ Line. 
The “bread line” we have with ua 
always, but the lovers’ line is some­ 
thing new in Gotham.
